the rear of the building in 
Market Square, which is a 
peaceful sun trap for part of 
the day, and she will hap¬ 
pily sit their doing her em¬ 
broidery when her only 
duty is to wait for visitors. 
Well known locally for her 
stitchery skills, she still 
passes on her knowledge to 
others but has retired from 
main stream teaching 
which was at Perrott Hill, 
Hinton St George and Som¬ 
erset College of Arts and 
Technology. 

As an educator, she said 
one of her favourite parts of 
the permanent exhibitions 
in the museum, was the 
memorabilia from the 
Crewkerne grammar school 
and had been fascinated 
when old Crewkemians had 
come along and spotted 
themselves in the photo¬ 
graphs. They all had a story 
to tell and all had a pride in 
their school, something she 
observed was sadly lacking 
in some students today. 

Another favourite for Rita 
was the model of the Mary 
Davis Almshouses which 
used to be in West Street 
but were demolished in the 
1960s. She said: “I like 
models anyway and there is 
very little information on 
the almshouses. They occu¬ 
pied the lower end of 
Chubbs Lawn in a beautiful 
early Georgian building, it 
was a dreadful shame they 
were pulled down. 

Outside in her favourite 
courtyard there are several 
reminders of Crewkerne’s 
past but also a more recent 
piece of social history, a 
mosaic about Crewkerne 
which Rita designed and 
was made by the local art 
group. It includes a repre¬ 
sentation of the roman dol¬ 
phin design seen on the 
mosaic floor unearthed at 
Lopen and real fossils 
found in the area as well as 
pieces of china. 

The museum reported 
record attendance and 
funds raised at their August 
coffee morning with vin¬ 
tage vehicles in the court¬ 
yard and would like to 
thank everyone for their 
support. Many locals have 
become Friends of the Mu¬ 
seum and joined the suc¬ 
cessful 100 club and other 
avenues are being explored 
to offset the withdrawal of 
district council financial 
support by 2014.

• WHAT do you like most about 
being a printer? 

When someone gives you a scribbly bit 
of paper or a bit of a cardboard box 
with a few ideas on and I can make it 
into something special. I have just fin¬ 
ished the new brochures for Feme An¬ 
imal Sanctuary and I think it's the best 
work I've ever done, I'm really pleased 
with the result. 

• YOU seem a natural on stage,is 
performing in the family? 

My granddad George Turner was a 
good singer and my other grandad 
used to juggle rifles and was a talented 
boxer, but they both died before I was 
born. 

I like a bit of comedy, me and AndyTre- 
ble do Morcambe and Wells, I don't re¬ 
hearse too much, I don't worry about it. 
When I was in the Scouts I used to do a 
few gang shows. I would do Mick Jag- 
ger and David Bowie impersonations 
when I was skinny. I can do the low 
notes of Tom Jones but not his high 
ones - early Sinatra is more my range. 

• WHO would be your favourite part 
to play? 

I did enjoy being Harold Hill in the 
Music Man and I enjoyed Kiss Me Kate. 
It would be nice to do Barnum but I 
think I'm past it for that one. I have 
worked with six different societies in 
the last year. I've never found anything 
I couldn't have a go at, even tap danc¬ 
ing - if you have a smile on your face 
nobody looks at your feet 

• WHAT is your next show? 

CLOS are doing the Pajama Game at 
Holyrood School in the third week of 
October, it's a good show and very 
funny with some quite raunchy chore¬ 
ography. I play a lecherous union 
leader. 

• WHY did you give up bike racing? 

I was never that good and over three 
years I broke eight bones. I'm not very 
good at maintenance and I was in my 
early twenties at the time, I just couldn't 
get the hang of stopping. 

• AS a non- rider, why are you so in¬ 
volved with horses? 

I always said if I had daughters they 
would have horses and if I had boys 
they would have bikes, I had daughters. 
They do say if you want something 


done, ask a busy man and you're a long 
time dead. 

I like going up to the local show- 
ground and trying to promote the area. 
We are looking at sports outside of 
horse riding as well to make the best 
use of the site. Hopefully we have got 
the British Amateur Athletics Society 
coming on board. Running is nice and 
quiet and I'm waiting to hear back from 
the British Cycle Cross, that's silent run¬ 
ning too. As well as the British Kite As¬ 
sociation. 

• HOW is the showjumping side 
going? 

We keep plugging away, it's been quite 
tough the first year but we have had 
people coming from Wales, Hickstead, 
Kent and Sussex who have all raved 
about it. It's just the locals who don't 
seem to have cottoned on. People 
don't realise that when a horse jumps 
on a surface all the time, it does suffer, 
grass has more give than they realise. 
The French have done surveys on it. 

• WHAT would you want on your 
desert island? 

I would have to have an axe or a hook 
and probably a mallet as well, I am 
renowned for that, and a case of duct 
tape. I could make a shelter and every¬ 
thing else I needed. 

• IF you could meet anyone who 
would you choose? 

Donald Campbell, I think he would be 
a great guy to meet. Being a cynic, I 
never thought he was in the Bluebird 
when it sank, I think he was a hoot. The 
other person would have been Barry 
Sheen, another one who was Jack the 
lad.

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Museum Open Day will reveal new projects 

THIS autumn half term the Fleet Air Arm Museum will open the doors on its Reserve Collection and reveal 
new additions to its internationally important collection. 

Visitors will see crumpled pieces of aircraft that have been carefully placed into position as if a gigantic 
crime scene was being investigated. (See Photo). This is in preparation for a restoration project that the 
Fleet Air Arm Museum believe will become the world's only WW2 Barracuda torpedo bomber. 

Says Dave Morris Curator of Aircraft "We have been collecting sections of Barracuda since the early 1970s. 
We were able to rebuild the nose section a few years ago, however only now are we able to begin the process 
of identification and restoration of the rest of the aircraft." 

With around 2500 aircraft built, the Fairey Barracuda was the Royal Navy's most common aircraft during 
WW2 yet unlike other more iconic aircraft of its era none were retained for posterity. 

Also on display for the first time will be a Wessex HU.5 which served as a "Junglie", the famous green heli¬ 
copters, beloved by the Royal Marines, adding to one of the largest collections of Westland Helicopters. 

In addition, the Reserve Collection includes over thirty historic aircraft and some five miles of shelving ac¬ 
commodating many of the Museum's 2 million records and 30 thousand artefacts. 

The Reserve Collection also includes the world's oldest aircraft carrier, the 1918 Thorneycroft Lighter H21 
which is on the National Register of Historic Vessels. This sixty foot long streamlined craft was towed behind 
fast RN destroyers, allowing aircraft to take off at sea during the First World War. 

The Fleet Air Arm Museum's Reserve Collection Open Day will take place on Thursday October 27th.

wider front track and mak¬ 
ing the new 911 Carrera 
models adopt a particularly 
sporting stance on the 
road.
